Dear Mr, Boutin: 

I mike reference to the letter of September 29, 1959, addressed to the 
Director of Central Inte lligence from the Honorable FrsnfcUn Floete, and to 
the reply of October 28, 1939, sent to the Honorable Franklin Floete from 
the Director of Central Intelligence . Tim correspondence relates to the agree- 
matt of our Agencies with regard to the operation, maintenance, protection, 
repair and other services for our Headquarters Building at Langley, Virginia. 

Because of the recent completion of our parking facilities, I now wish to 
request that General Services Administration "Rules and Regul ation s Govern- 
ing Public Buildings and Grounds” (Section 201.00, Chapter VUJ, Title 2, Real 
Property Management, Regulations of the General Services Administration) 
be extended to our site at Langley, Virginia, so that appropriate Federal 
authority exists for the enforcement of parking rules and regulations. Arrange - 
meats have been made to have Mr. Stanley King, United States Commissioner, 
provide hearings of cases Involving violations at our building. 

Attached hereto are the proposed parking regulations, which we feel are 
most suitable to our needs. Would you please arrange far their publication 
In the Federal Register as soon as conveniently appropriate. 

It is my further desire to reserve die discretionary right to suspend or 
eaneei the enforcement provisions in certain individual cases where security 
requirements may so dictate. 

1 request that your Administration obtain such attniM i appropria- 

tions as may be required to fully cover the cost of all activities involved in 
die enforcement of dm parking rules re gulation s .

The following regulations apply to the par Icing of vehicles at the new 
Headquarters Building area. They are developed for Office of Security use 
in negotiating and effecting lav enforcement arrangements with the General 
Services Administration (G-SA ) , other interested agendas, and the United 
States Ccranisaionex. The format employed fallows parse rally that used fey 
the GSA at other goveraaen&al parking facilities in the Metropolitan area. 
It has feeea modified slightly to satisfy the Agency's requirement .

The following regulations apply to the p ark in g of vehicles la the 
Langley area:

The permit 
t» aiztcmatie&Uy invalidated upon resignation of the permit holier 
oa? cancellation by the issuing authority, watiletic®, lose or pil- 
ferage of the permit, tee permit is transferable only in the ease 
of oar pools, or on a trap flicry basis t# others during periods teen 
the permit bolder plans to be toagsmarlly absent . 

b. So puking permit is required to park ia Motions identi- 
fied by posted aligns for visitors.* Parking in Mottoes for vis- 
itors ahull not sxsesd the tins limit of 3 beers, iedioated by 
posted signs at these locations, except by speci al permission of 
tee police officer on duty.
